The term “harvest moon” has been given in 
Northern latitudes to the full moon of the luna¬ 
tion which occurs about the time of the autum¬ 
nal equinox. The circumstance which has made 
it noticeable and given it its name is that dur¬ 
ing this lunation the rising of the moon for 
.several successive days before and after the 
full takes place nearly at the same hour, thus 
favoring the work of the farmer during harvest, 
whereas, taking the year through, the rising is 
retarded on an average fifty minutes per. diem. 
The cause of this phenomenon is the coincidence 
at this time of the moon’s orbit with the plane 
of the ecliptic, bringing the moon nearer the 
horizon at the close of the day.

COTTONSEED—A ROMANCE. 

Was ever there a history this side of Cinder¬ 
ella. of the uprising of humility like that of the 
cottonseed? <See? 

For seventy years despised as a nuisance and 
burned or dumped as garbage.

The practical farmer cannot afford to ignore 
the relations which birds bear to his crops. They 
are a part of the natural resources of any farm. 
The farmer will prosper in proportion to the 
way he encourages these extra hands that nature 
has given him. 

According to a recent report of the G-overn- 
ment, insects alone cause an annual loss to the 
trees of the country estimated at more than 
.$ 100 , 000 , 000 . 

Birds police the earth and air, and without 
their services the farmer would be helpless. 
Larks, wrens and thrushes search the ground 
.for grubs and insects. The food of the meadow¬ 
lark consists of seventy-five per cent, of injuri¬ 
ous insects and twelve per cent, of weed seed, 
showing.that it is a bird of great economic value. 
Sparrows, finches and quail eat a large .amount 
of weed seed' 

In a day's time a chickadee has been known 
to eat hundreds of insect eggs and worms that

Warblers and vireos hunt the leaves and buds 
for moths and millers. 

Flycatchers, .swallows and nighthawks are 
busy day and night catching flies that bother 
man and beast. Hawks and owls are working 
silently in daylight and darkness to catch moles, 
'mice, gophers and squirrels.

FARM AND GARDEN. 

Plan ’the garden now. That’s the idea! Don’t 
leave it until the time comes to plant, and then 
go at it haphazard.. 

Try the hotbed' and dirtbands for sweet corn 
and pole beans. It will work all right, and give 
"beans and corn a week or two ahead of the other 
fellow. 

That a stony or hilly field unfit for the plow 
will grow fine trees and produce choice apples 
in abundance many people do not know, but such 
is a fact. Simply dig generous holes when plant¬ 
ing and set the trees carefully. Then see to. it 
that henceforth they are kept well mulched with 
straw, manure, leaves, a foot of mold out of 
dhe forest, or with cut grass. Anything will do, 
hut it must be kept there, even if it has to be 
-weighted down. I have seen thrifty'trees grow¬ 
ing where they were mulched a foot deep with 
•small stones. The trees must also be protected 
from borers, etc. Given these favors, they will 
live and thrive with never .a moment of culti¬ 
vation. Don’t be without fruit and income be¬ 
cause you have cnly a stony field in which to 
•set trees, for that is a good spot. 

Here are a few condensed rules: Trim a little 
every year, rather -than much in any one year. 
Peach trees require more pruning than most 
trees; at least one-half of the new growth should 
be removed each season. Cherry trees require 
the least pruning; merely cut out dead, broken 
or 11 crossed” limbs. Other trees need a ju¬ 
dicious thinning out and, sometimes, cutting 
back. If two branches interlock, remove the 
smaller one. Avoid cutting so as. to leave 
x 1 stubs”; make neat cuts close to union; paint 
.all large wounds. Be chary of cutting off large 
limbs; if it mu/st be done, saw on under side 
first, partly through, then saw from above. 


Plant a few tomatoes of an early variety in 
pots or tin cans in a sunny window in the house 
early enough to come into bloom the first part 
of May, when you can transplant them to the 
garden. 

All forestry and timber experts tell us that 
we are using our trees three or four times as 
fast as Nature is growing them, and that we are 
rapidly approaching a timber famine that will 
prove must disastrous to the whole country. 
This being true, it is the duty of every land¬ 
holder to plank a small per cent, at least of his 
land to suitable trees. 

Tarring Com —In coating seed corn with coal- 
tar as a protection against crows and black¬ 
birds, put the grain into a pail and pour on 
enough warm water to cover it. Add a teaspoon¬ 
ful of tar to a peck, and stir well. Throw the 
corn out on’a sieve or in a basket to drain, and 
then stir in a few handfuls of land plaster 
(gypsum). Do not pour the tar on the dry seed. 

There is one point in strawberry culture that 
is rarely understood as it should be, and this is: 
Do not allow the plants to set toe thickly in 
the row. A strawberry plant not needed is a 
weed in a patch. It is the first or earlier plants 
that set, that produce the big berries; while the 
late plants make the little things that are a 
nuisance to the grower, the picker, the dealer 
and the consumer. 

It is well to keep in mind the fact that the 
earlier tomato plants can be set in the field and 
made to live the earlier the crop will ripen. To 
this end keep the plants growing steadily now, 
and get them into the coldframes as soon as 
large enough. The change to the coldframes will 
be quite a shock to the plants unless the soil in 
them is in the right condition. 

Got .any flower seed or bulbs -left that you 
can’t give to some poor family? Plant them 
along the public road, far from any houses, 
where they may rejoice some weary traveler and 
brighten life for even a bee. 

Working the soil while it is too wet and soggy 
is bad. Don’t be in too great a hurry.

DAIRY AND LIVE STOCK. 

Eor many years now Danish butter has been 
crowding the English article in the London 
markets. The butter of Denmark is considered 
the best in Europe, and by many is regarded 
n,s better than anything produced in America. 

The secret of Danish dairy superiority is clean¬ 
liness, not spasmodic and in spots, but absolute 
cleanliness from stable to consumer. The meth¬ 
ods employed by the Danes in the handling 
of milk would be a revelation to most American 
•dairymen and -dealers. 

The best preservative of milk is col-d, and it 
is the only one to use. The two best friends of 
'the dairyman are ice and cleanliness. 

A cow with a big bag pressed full of milk 
cannot be very comfortable. Milk such cows 
three times a day. 

The cows should not be driven faster than a 
walk while on the way to the place of milking 
or feeding. 

The calves that are to be raised to re-enforce 
the dairy should be fed from a pail. They should 
be taught to drink when two or three days old. 

Confucius was a great Chinese philosopher 
who lived 3,000 years before 'Christ. His is the 
.greatest personality in all Chinese history, yet 
he said this: “When I was keeper of the herds 
I always saw to it that all of my cattle were 
strong, healthy and growing, and that there was 
water in abundance and plenty of feed." 



Horses that are working hard. every day, as 
' well as those that are in winter quarters, should 
have a bran mash at least once each week. To 
make the mash properly the bran should be 
stirred in the boiling water, just as our mothers 
made corn-meal mush. Put a little salt in the 
mash and a cup of molasses, and cover the pail 
up tightly to steam and to cool sufficiently to 
be eaten with comfort. Peed warm, but not hot 
enough to burn the horse's .mouth, or he will 
not touch it again. These properly made bran 
mashes prevent constipation and a hundred at¬ 
tendant ills. 

When walking up a steep hill on the road with 
a big load, “chock the wheel" now and then 
to rest the tired horses. 

Pigs can be made to pay, provided they be 
given rational treatment and handled under- 
standingly. The lean pig and the young one, 
and plenty of his kind, are what the American 
public want. Juicy loins and fresh hams, chops 
that are not too fat, .and frying pieces with little 
to suggest greasiness, are demanded; and it is 
i identically what the producer can produce at 
most profit and in the least time. 

There .are too many people raising pigs for 
market today who forget that the most profit¬ 
able porker is the one raised in four to five 
months, and sold without fattening, at a weight 
of 100 to 150 pounds. 

We keep .sheep all the year round largely for 
the sake of the lambs. A bit of neglect in the 
spring may rob us of all we have otherwise 
gained. 

If you have a nice dry piece -of ground, let 
the sheep out upon it when the first green grass 
comes. It will help^to keep them healthy. 

Wool is quite like a sponge. It holds a lot 
of water and water is heavy. Try to keep the 
sheep in out of cold storms. The keeping of 
sheep is a noble and historic vocation, as well 
as a profitable one.

Guarding ’gainst hawks and polecats and rats, 
Driving off crows and strange dogs and cats, 
Always ready to give something a licking, 
There’s a great deal of care about raising a 
chicken. 

Dust Baths —A dust bath should always be 
provided, as it is the natural method adopted by 
the fowl to rid itself of lice. There are many 
manufactured dust baths advertised, but it is 
cheaper and just as effective to make your own. 

A box three feet square and eight or ten inches 
deep makes an excellent bathtub for a small pen 
of fowls. Keep this in a sunny part of the coop, 
and keep it filled with fine road dust, sifted coal 
ashes, or dry earth, to which some earbolized or 
plain slaked lime has been added. The hens do 
the rest. The dusting material should be re¬ 
newed frequently. 

Is there a place under some old building where 
you can spade up the earth and give it to the 
hens to work at ? They will dig away hard to 
find the worms that may be in it. Nothing will 
do them more good. 



The Dorking stands first, as a. table fowl, ow¬ 
ing to the excellent quality of its flesh, while as 
a layer it is well above the average* There are 
three well-known varieties—the white, the silver 
gray and the colored, the latter being rather a 
trifle larger than the others, but the white is 
the oldest established. All of them have five 
toes on each foot, are very compact, fine in bone, 
and possess juicy flesh when cooked. Dor capons, 
a cross of the Dorking on Brahmas or Cochins 
is the best that can be made. A cross of the 
Dorking and game makes a superb table fowl. 

There are more ducks in China than in all the 
rest of the world. China is literally white with 
these birds, and day and night the country re- 
sounds with their metallic and scornful voices. 

The Chinese duck is extremely tender and deli¬ 
cate—'the best tame duck for eating in the 
world. Duck among the Chinese is the staple 
delicacy. It is salted and smoked like ham or 
beef, and duck eggs are eaten as chicken eggs 
are in America. 

The guinea hen has the credit of being a good 
layer, but her eggs are not in much demand com¬ 
mercially, owing to the wild, gamey flavor they 
possess. However, there is a profit in turning 
their eggs into broilers or reasting fowls, for 
which there is a ready sale. 

The guinea is a great roamer, and does not 
thrive in confinement. The laying season begins 
in April and continues until October, during 
which time hens have been known to lay as 
many as ten dozen eggs. It is advisable not to 
set the hen before June. It requires four weeks 
for the hen to hatch the eggs. 

The young are delicate until well feathered. 
The cock bird cares for the young the same as 
does the hen, guarding them by day and hover¬ 
ing them by night. 

■Guineas can be safely allowed in the garden, 
as they do not scratch like other fowls, and are 
great insect destroyers. _

HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIFE. 

Regarding the proper care of hardwood doors, 
Miss Parloa says: “No .soda, soap, ammonia, nor 
yet a scrubbing brush, should be used. After a 
thorough sweeping, wash with weak, warm suds, 
then wipe with flannel and polish. In oiling 
a hardwood floor, wet a flannel cloth with a 
mixture composed of two-thirds boiled linseed 
oil and one-third turpentine, and rub well into 
the floor, taking two or three boards at a time, 
and polishing with the grain of the wood. 
’Special pains must be taken to keep the cloths 
used for oiling in some metal or stone receptacle, 
as all vegetable oils are liable to spontaneous 
combustion. 

When pressing men's trousers, in order to take 
the bagginess out of the knees, press them first 
perfectly flat with the seams on the edges; then 
put the seams together and iron the crease 
down the front. 

In cleaning painted woodwork it is far better 
to use a strong kerosene water than’ any kind 
of soap. 

To render children's clothing fireproof, dis¬ 
solve a level teaspoonful of sal ammoniac in the 
last rinsing water. 

Cheese will be kept moist and free from mold 
if wrapped in a cloth wrung out in vinegar. 

Vegetables will take longer to cook, but will 
be much nicer and of better color if boiled un¬ 
covered. 

If a soft piece of home-made bread is rubbed 
on a scorch on woolen goods, it will remove it 
entirely. 

Oxalic acid and water, in the proportion of 
one to twenty, may be used to remove perspira¬ 
tion stains. 


An Omelet of Apples —‘Stew four large, tart 
apples; rub through a sieve and add while hot 
a tablespoonful of butter, and sugar and grated 
nutmeg to suit the taste. Beat the yolks of 
four eggs very light; whip the whites to a stiff 
froth. When the apples are .perfectly cold add 
first the yolks, then the whites of the eggs, fold¬ 
ing in the latter with a very few strokes. Flavor 
with vanilla or orange flower water. Pour into 
a deep pudding dish, well buttered and heated. 
Bake in a moderate oven until well browned. 

Sour-milk Gingerbread —‘Cream together one 
cupful of butter with two of sugar; add the 
beaten yolks of three eggs and a cupful of lop- 
pered milk or buttermilk, two teaspoonfuls of 
ginger and one of cinnamon. Have ready a 
quart of flour with which you have sifted sev¬ 
eral times a teaspoonful of baking soda. Add 
this to the batter alternately with the beaten 
whites of the eggs. Beat the batter upward with 
long strokes and bake in a moderate oven till 
it draws away from the sides of the pan. 

When hot cakes, or light bread will not cut 
smoothly, heat a knife to the temperature of 
the bread or cake and it may be easily cut by 
so doing. 

When, an umbrella has been in use a short 
time make it a rule to pour a few drops of oil 
in the top notch about once a month, and it will 
prevent the ends of the ribs from rusting, and 
the umbrella will last longer. 

When the kitchen table needs to be covered 
tack a piece of linoleum over the top. Hot 
dishes will not injure it, and it will last many 
times longer than oil cloth. 

When a grease or dirt spot is to be removed 
from cloth or silk, first make a circle of wood 
alcohol around the spot about half an inch larger 
than the stain; then clean with gasoline or soap 
and water. Alcohol will not cause the cloth 
to fade, and it will prevent the ‘ ‘ after stain,'' 
which is almost as objectionable as the dirt or 
grease. 

' Dingy overshoes can be made to shine and 
the rubber improved by wiping off with am¬ 
monia.

LEGEND OF THE PANSY. 

A pretty fable about the pansy is current 
;among French and German children. The flower 
has five petals and five sepals. In must pan¬ 
sies, especially of the earlier and' less highly 
developed varieties, two of the petals are plain 
in color, and three are gay. The two plain petals 
have a single sepal, two of the gay petals have 
a sepal each, and the third, which is the largest 
of all, has two sepals. The fable is that the 
pansy represents a family, consisting of husband 
and wife and four daughters, two of the latter 
being stepchildren of the wife. The plain petals 
are the stepchildren, with only one chair; the 
two small gay petals are the daughters, with a 
chair each, and the large gay petal is the wife, 
with two chairs. To find the father one must 
strip away the petals until the stamens and pis¬ 
tils are bare. They have a fanciful resemblance 
to an old man with a flannel wrap about his 
neck, his shoulders upraised and his feet in a 
bathtub. The story is probably of French origin, 
because the French call the pansy the step¬ 
mother.

NAME OF FUSS. 

Did you ever think why we call a cat 
‘ ‘ Pussy'' ? 

Many years ago the people of Egypt, who had 
many idol gods, worshiped the cat. They thought 
that she was like the moon, because she was 
most active at night, and because her eyes 
changed, just as the moon changes; for the moon, 
you know, is sometimes full and round, and 
sometimes only a slender crescent, or “ha>lf- 
moon," as we call it. Did you ever notice your 
pussy's eyes to see how they change? For some¬ 
times they, too, are big and round, and again 
the pupils narrow until they are nothing but 
little black slits. 

So the Egyptians made an idol with a cat's 
head and named it “Pasht," the same name 
which they gave to the moon, for the word 
means “the face of the moon." In course of 
time that word was changed to “Pas," or 
“Pus," according to the speech .of the people 
who uttered it; and at last it has come to 
“Puss," the name which almost everyone gives 
to the cat—for, as you know, puss and pussy¬ 
cat are pet names for kitty everywhere. Not 
many people, however, think of it as given to 
her thousands of years ago, or dream .that in 
those faraway times a great nation bowed down 
and prayed to her.

‘ folding screen, driving strong stakes at the cor-, 
ners and ends of the netting, then digging a 
narrow bed on the outside of the screen and 
planting it with morning glories and the climb¬ 
ing nasturtiums, adding, if we choose, a few 
madeira vine tubers and some mignonette or 
sweet alyssum seeds to give it fragrance. Till 
one has tried it, one can hardly realize how 
much comfort there is in such a corner, with a 
reclining chair, an improvised canopy, and 'a 
readable book.

kind of weather will most probably follow the 
entrance of the Moon into any of her quarters, 
and that so near the 'truth as to be seldom or 
never found to fail.

The nearer the time of the 
Moon's change—Eirst Quarter, Full and Last 
Quarter—are to Midnight the fairer will the 
weather be during the seven days following. 

.2. The space for this calculation occupies 
from ten at night till two the next morning. 

3. The nearer to midday or noon these phases 
of the Moon happen, the more^foul or wet 
weather may be expected during the next seven 
days. 

4. The space for this calculation occupies 
from ten in the forenoon to two in the after¬ 
noon. These observations refer principally to 
the summer, though they affect spring and 
autumn nearlv in the same ratio. 

5. The Moon's change—First Quarter, Full 
Moon and Last Quarter—happening during six 
of the afternoon hours—that is, from four to 
ten—may be followed by fair weather; but this 
is mostly depennent on the wind, as it is noted 
in the table. 

6. Though the weather, from a variety of ir¬ 
regular courses, is more uncertain in the latter 
part of autumn, the whole of winter and the be¬ 
ginning of spring, yet, in the main, the above 
observations will apply to those periods also.
